Denunciation of an injunction re 
cently issued by Judge Carpenter of 
the federal court, restraining the la- 
dies’ garment workers’ union from so- 
liciting for union membership the em- 
ployés of the Mitchell Brothers’ com- 
pany was voiced last night by Samuel 
Gompers, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, at a conference 
of Chicago union officials in the Mor- 
rison hotél. 

The conference was called by the 
Chicago Federation of Labor and was 
attended by approximately 500 union 
representatives, 

In his speech Mr. Gompers defied 
Judge Carpenter, and’ asserted that 
violation of any injunction was per- 
missible when the constitutional rights 
of the workers were involved. 

Sees Invasion of People’s Rights. 

It's time for the American labor 


movement to put a stop to the inva- 
sion of the rights of the American 
people,” asserted Mr. Gompers. 

“I think the injunction issued by 
Judge Carpenter has infringed more 
on the workers’ rights than any that 


has been issued, with the exception of 


the one existing in Pennsylvania be- 
tween nonunion miners. and individual 


mine owners.

IN FIELD—UNUSED, UNKNOWN.

of new and better varieties of 
*fruits, vegetables and flowers is 
aboug as rough a road for the 


the inventor who attempts to put a 
new machine on the market. From 
his 3,000 experiments Luther Burbank, 
the plant wizard, produces an average 
of about 1,000 new and improved va- 
rieties a year. 

Only a emall percentage of the new 
creations in the plant kingdom are 
used each season. He says that it is 
much more difficult to introduce a 
new form of plant life than to produce 
it. The only way they can be intro- 
duced is through seedsmen and nur- 
serymen, who, Mr. Burbank says, do 
not want more than two or three new 
plants a year. 

“Most of these improved varieties 
are going to waste and it is not un- 
likely that they will be wholly lost,” 
adds the plant breeder. “The world 
is unable to absorb what we produce as 
rapidly as we produce it. At the height 
of the growing and ripening season, 
sometimes as many as forty superior 
varieties are found on our farms in 
a day—better fruits, grains, nuts, vege- 
tables or flowers than ever ‘existed on 
this earth, some of them the products 
of experiments that have been going 
on thirty years. 

“What can we do with them? We 
can put out through dealers only a 
small fraction of our products. ‘They 
assert that it disorganizes their busi- 
ness to take more. What becomes of 
the remainder? It stays on our farms, 
unused and unknown to the public.” |

Washington, D. C., Aug. 16.—Mrs. 
Florence Kling Harding slept tonight 
for the last time under the roof of 
the White House. 

Tomorrow, having virtually com- 
pleted. the task of packing up her per- 
sonal belongings: and those of the 
late President, she will leave the exec- 
utive mansion where for two years 
and a half she has presided. 

Mrs. Hal ding fintsnea today such 
packing as she must supervise per- 
sonally and the remainder will de left 
to the White House servants. She 
has been anxious not to retain use of 
the mansion any longer than abso- 
lutely necessary, although President 
and Mrs. Coolidge have urged her to 
remain as long as she may care to 
stay. They called on Mrs. Harding 
tonight, paying merely a little social 
call. 

Mrs. Harding expects to pass several 
days at the country home here of her 
close personal friend, Mrs, Edward B.
